Will Not Change System to
Make Vouchers Show What

Money Is For.

NOBODY CHARGES FRAUDP' W5BWWJ liWSpMf1
Commissioner Explains That Spe-!
cial Auditor Examined Records,

Which Board Approved.

Changes requested In the methods
of issuing vouchers In the Stato De-
partment of Agriculture, making them
show for what purposo the money was
being paid out, would necessitate a

complete chango in bookkeeping in tho
department, according to a statement
issued yesterday by Commissioner G.
\V. Kolner. of tho Department of Agrl-
culture and Immigration. Correspond-
enoe published yesterday indicated that
Mr. Kolner had declined to accede to
a suggestion of the Stato Auditor that
vouchers bo so drawn as to show what
the money was being paid out for.
Mr. Mooro requested this plan shortlyafter coming into office, in order that
the Auditor's department would have
a complete record of all payments of
State funds, even though, as has hap-
pened In the past, vouchers be lost or
stolen from the records of the Agrl-
cultural Department.

It is stated that In former years it
was tho custom for a very large num-
ber of vouchers to be drawn merely to
O. W. Kolner, without any Indication
of what they were for, and that dem¬
onstrators and lecturers employed bytho department In some Instances were
paid by Mr. Koiner's personal check,
the records of the Auditor's office not
Indicating what amount they received.
No one has charged misappropriation
of funds, but the system is held to be
a slack one, which might readily lend
itself to abuses.

Six years ago, following a report by
W. McK. Evans and George S. Cren¬
shaw, expert accountants, sharply
criticizing the methods of accounting
In tho Department of Agriculture, the
board Introduced a system of book¬
keeping which Is still in vogue. Mr.
Kolner expresses himself as unwilling
to change from that system to meet
the views of the State Auditor of Pub¬
lic Accounts.

Mr. Koinrr'n Statement.
Mr Kolner issued yesterday the fol¬

lowing statement;
'The system of bookkeeping em¬

ployed in the State Department of
Agriculture and Immigration was
adopted six years ago by the State
Board of Agriculture upon the recom-
menrlation of the Stato Accountant
appointed by the legislative Auditing
Committee, and has be>-n strictly fol¬
lowed. The books of the Department
of Agriculture were made according
to that system, and all the accounts
have ben examined three times a year
by the Stat* Hoard of Agriculture, and
onft«' each year by the State Account¬
ant, and have been found to be cor¬
rect by all of them.
"The chanpe that was recommended

by Mr. Moore would 'necessitate a
change in the system that was adopted
six years ago. My financial clerk,
Mr. Berry, staged that Mr. Moore's
plan could not he adopted without]
a change In our system. I brought
this matter to the attention of thejState Board of Agriculture, and they
agreed with myself and Mr. Berry,
and instructed me to adhere to the
system now in use. This is not the
only department that does not use Mr.
Moore's plan. Every warrant sent to
the chairman of the State board for
his approval has attached to it the
bill for which the warrant iti in pay¬
ment, and these receipted bills are ex¬
amined by the State board at each
meeting of the board."

CONEY ISLAND GOES
INTO OTHER HANDS

Not New York's Famous Resort,
but One in County

Armagh.
MY LA HARQ11SE UK KOXTE.VOY.

CON EY ISLAND.not New York's
suburban seaside pleasure re¬
sort, but the one of Lough

Neagh, In County Armagh.has Just
passod into the handH of a newcomer,
through the death of handsome old
1-onl Charlemont, and the succession
of his nephew. James Alfred Caulfeild,
to the viscounty and the emailed es¬

tates, which include also Roxboruugh
Castle, in County Tyrone.
The C'-ney Island in County Armagh

was a favorite retreat of St Patrick,
and derives Its name from St. Coney;
that Is to say, she Is called ..Saint-
Coney, in Ireland, although she has
had to remain content with beatiflca-
tion, and Is still awaiting canoniza¬
tion.

St. Coney, it appears, was a woman
who lived in a lonely cell in the woods
of Tyrone, in a district now named
Kilconey, forming part of Lord Charle-
mont s domain of Drumcairn, near
Stewartstown. She seems to have
practiced the art of leachcraft and
medicine with so much success as to
Inspire respect and awo in the minds
of the natives. When in the four¬
teenth century the O'Neills advanced
from the Derry side to displace tho
0 i.onnois, who held possession of the
southern coast of Lough Neagh, their
chief. Dermot, fell seriously 111. His
men urged him to invoke the advice of
Coney. But she would only consent
to prescribe for him if he was brought
to her cell. Tho O'Neills accordlnglv
carried their ailing chief to Coney,
whose therapeutic ministrations were
not successful, for he died within a
few days after his visit. Of course,his followers charged Coney with be¬
ing a tool In the hands of their foes,
the O'Connors, and swore vengeance
upon her. To protect her from this,
the O'Connors carried her off from her
cell, and conveyed her to the island in
Lough Neagh, which bears her name
to this day, and where she continued
to practice her profession for many
years. At her death the O'Connors
erected a tower to her memory, the
ruins of which were converted by the
late Lord Charlemont into a family
mausoleum, and where he has now
been entombed beside his wife, a
daughter of the third Lord Castle-
maine.

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and
ajiain in the rebellions of 1641 and
1 . 98, Coney Island was used as a gov¬
ernment penal settlement, and innu¬
merable executions took place on a
mound that is now used to support the
flagstaff from which tho banner of the
late Lord Charlemont was flown when¬
ever he was in fesldence.
Among other traditions of St. Coney

is the one stubbornly held by all in
the surrounding district, namely, that
it is the healthiest spot In all the
earth. Those who aro sick or de-
pressed seek its shores, and return
vowing that a miracle has been work¬
ed; though at night they give it a
wide berth, so that St. Coney, the
falj-les, and the spirits of those who
have heen executed there may enjoy
themselves unmolested.

1 he Coney Island on tho coast of
New Tork Is said to have received its
name from settlers hailing from the
shores of Lough Neagh, and while it
constitutes, like Its namesake in Ire- j
land, an acknowledged cure for de-
pr^ssion. It cannot be said to he given !
a wide berth at night. The late I*ird
Charlemont was for twenty-seven
years comptroller of the viceregal
household at Dublin, but was removed
from his post by Lord Cadogan when
viceroy, in consequence of his (Charle-
mont's) home rule leanings. He leaves
an only daughter, wife of the Earl of
Ranfurly, who Inherits all his unen¬
tailed property.
There was formerly an earldom of

Charlemont, but the latter became ex¬
tinct on the death of the third earl
in 1892.
The first earl commanded In chief

tho movement lenown as the Irish Vol¬
unteers, was a fellow patriot of Henry
Grattan, and died in 1799, so that he
was spared tho sorrow of wftnes»thg
the passage of the act of union. Ho
was, like the late viscount, a bitter
foe of that absentte landlordism which
has been so great a curse of Ireland,
and Introduced In Parliament at Dub-
lln a bill rendering absenteeism an of-
fenBe punishable with hoavy fines. But
tho measure did not pass.
The patronymic of the family is

Caulfeild. The Cnulfeilds hailed from
Oxfordshire, and settled In Ireland In
the reign of Queon Elizabeth, when
Sir Toby CaulfMld. of Great Milton.
Oxford, was one of the commanders of
the English forces against O'Neill,
Earl of Tyrone, many of whose con¬
fiscated lands he received by way of
a grant.
King James I. of England is said

to have raised Sir Toby to the peer¬
age as Lord Caulfeild, and "Burke,"
as well as other standard works of
reference, gives the dato of tho crea¬
tion of this dignity as 1620. But there
is no contemporary record of any such
dignity having been grantnd, and ho
was able to show neither writ of sum¬
mons nor patent. In spite of thlB, his
nephew and heir was permitted to
take his seat In Parliament on suf-
ference, by a frlondly vote of his fel¬
low peers, fortunately this Lord Caul-
felld's son was created a viscount In
duo form by Charles II., shortly after
tho restoration, thus ^j-mly establish¬
ing for him a place In tho peerage.
The early years of tho Caulfeild

family In Iretand were characterized
by almost continuous warfare with
the O'Nollls, and It was with tho ob¬
ject of strengthening hlu position
against tho Caulfellds that Sir Phellm
O'Neill obtained from tho Pope the
hereditary title of Prlnoo of UlBter,
wfcloh did not pr«v«nt htm from bs-

Ing eventually put to death at Dublin
and having his head exhibited as that
of a traitor, on Dublin Bridge.

rem. tho Democratic bill would impose
a countervailing tax In retaliation for
export license fee or other charge lm-
posed by a foreign country.
"An interesting point to consider,"

tho Smoot analysis sets forth, "Is the
effect of the enactment of this para-graph on tho portion of tho Canadian
reciprocity act which admits to entryfree of duty paper Imported from Can-
ada valued at not more than 4 cents a
pound. With respect to printing papervalued at more than 2 1-2 and not more
than 4 cents per pound. It is manifest
that there is a complete repugnance.between the two statutes, for by the jtd\ma of one, the act of 1911, It is free!
of duty, and by tho terms of tho tnriff
btll It Is subject to a duty of 12 percent ad valorem. Nor can the two
statutes be construed as to stand to¬
gether. Under such circumstances the
rule ot law is that the statute'of later
dato must prevail over the earlier stat-
ute, rs being the latest expression of
tho legislative will, and that conse¬
quently the earlier statute stands re¬
pealed by Implication"
Republican leaders will make a pointof this on the tloor of the Senate.
To-morrow the tariff bill will be re-

ported to tho Senate, but tho majorityreport favoring the measure will notbo presented by Chairman Simmons un¬til Monday. If Republican leaders do
not press for more time In which to
consider the measure, general debatewill begin on Monday also. This qiies-tion will be decided at a meeting of
the full membership of the FinanceCommittee to-morrow morning.
